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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment and response filed on 26 January 2007 has been entered. 
The relief requested in the petition filed on 26 January 2007 has been granted. 

Election/Restrictions 
The restriction requirement of claims 5-9 and 15-20 has been withdrawn and the 
claims are rejoined with the previously elected claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 and 15-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest 
a plasma display comprised of, in part, each ridge having a top surface being of a water 
repellant film, along with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

Regarding independent claim 5, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest 
a method of making a plasma display comprised of, in part, heating the transparent 
substrate with the precipitated conductive liquid thereon to form electrically conductive 
electrodes at the bottom of each concave section from the precipitate at the bottom of 
each concave substrate, along with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 
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Regarding independent claims 10 and 22, the prior art of record neither shows 
nor suggest a plasma display device comprised of, in part, a second electrode 
comprising a convex bottom surface along with the other limitations of the claim. 

Regarding independent claim 15, the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggest a method of making a plasma display comprised of, in part, heating the 
precipitated conductive particles to form second electrodes in each of the concave 
sections, wherein said second electrodes do not form on said protrusions, along with 
the other limitations of the claim.
